INVESTIGATION BEGINS. 


State Committee; on Cotton Situa= 


tlon Meets in New Bedford To= 


day. Witnesses are Shy. 


New Bedford, Feb. 15,—The legislative 


committee on labor which was recently 
instructed by the legislature 
to in- 


vestigate the cotton industry of the state, 
including the causes which led to a gen- 
eral reduction in wages, began its session 
here this forenoon. 


Senator Leech, who presided, aaid that 


the committee had decided to hold ses- 
sions in this city, that witnesses might 
not be put to the expense of appearing 
before the committee in Boston. 
An 


opportunity is to be given all who desire 
to enlighten the committee or to express 
lheir views, whether they are operatives 
or employes. 


President Cook of the spinners union 


and Secretary Walderon of the carders, 
union were called and repeated the argiu 
ments of the operatives. 


Andrew Pierce, Andrew Pierce, Jr., and 


J. P. Knowles were the only manufact- 
urers to respond to invitations to be pres- 
ent, and they remained only a short time. 
Milton fieed appeared in behalf of the 
Arkwright club, but he was not particu- 
larly anxious to cross question the few 
witnesses who appeared. 


At one time it looked as if the hearing 


might stop, as the operatives raised an 
objection to showing their band unless 
the other side was present. Bnt they de- 
cided on second thought to go on. 


Feeling in regard to the proposition for 


a general strike made by the committee 


Boston Sunday is growing more unfa- 


vorable to the idea. 


Behind the action of the conference, 


and of as much vital importance to New 
Bedford, is a proposition which has been 
under consideration for several days, 
and which is likely to be carried into 
effect in short order unless there is 
some change in the situation. 
This is 


the forcible stopping- of all the yarn mills 
in the city and the bringing into idle- 
ness of all the textile workers of the 
city connected with the cloth mills. The 
effect of this would be to force out of 
the mills about 15,000 operatives, against 
between 8000 and 9000 now on strike. 


It is realized by some of the operatives 


that the support to the New Bedford ] 
strikers from outside has not been at all 
commensurate with their needs, and 
there is no likelihood under present con- 
ditions of a change for the better in this 
direction. With these, the idea of such j 


a stroKe as" a general strike carries con- 
siderable weight, and they are inclined 
to favor it The mill managers are non 
committal. They prefer to adhere to 
the policy of silence which has marked 
their course since the beginning of the 
strike. 


The legislative committee on labor 


came to this city last night and gave its 
first hearing in the textile investigation 
under the Flynn order in Odd Fellows' 
hall today. Notices were sent to the 
lc"._ing manufacturers to be present and- 
testify. The hearing will be followed 
by one Thursday in Fall River. 


Recommendation Not Popular. - 


Lowell, Mass., Feb. 15.—From present 


indications the recommendation of the 
conference committee which met at Bos- 
ton Sunday advocating a general strike- 
in the cotton mills of New England 
promises to fall flat in this city, as the 
sentiment here is uncompromisingly 
against a strike at the present time. 
It seems to be the sentiment among the 
operatives that the fight should be con- 
tinued at New Bedford and concentrated 
there. 


President Kinsella of the "Weavers' 


union, which numbers 1800 members, 
said: 
"There will be no strike as long 


as the professional agitator keeps away 
and allows us to manage our own affairs. 
However, the feeling is such that a very 
Jittle agitation might precipitate one. 
as the female operatives especially are 
susceptible to such agitation." 


At the meeting of the Ring Spinners' 


union, the recommendation of the con- 
ference committee was entirely ignored, 
\vhile at the meeting of the union of 
drawing-in girls, warpers and spoolers 
it was decided inadvisable to consider 
the recommendation seriously, and that 
all efforts should be concentrated upon 
New Bedford for the present. 
At the 


latter meeting it was also voted to com- 
municate with the local senators with 
a v»ew of having the weavers' fines bill 
amended, as it is not considered suffi- 
ciently far-reaching. 


Agents of the local mills do not take 


the recommendation of the conference 
seriously, and some of them stated that 
they would welcome a general shut- 
down-of the New Englan3 mills, as" it 
would curtail the production and thus 
relieve an overstocked market. 
The 


storekeepers are a unit in their opposi- 
tion to a strike here, and few of them 
enticipate one.

Middlebury, Vt., Fetr. 16.—The second 


week of Smith Davis' trial for the man- 
slaughter of Dora Cushman began Mon- 
day afternoon. 


The most important witness was Dr. 


3. H. Linstey of the Burlington medical 
college, who made an autopsy on the 
body Aug. 15. Dr. Linsley testified that 
ho found the clothing torn and ripped 
in places. 
There were two large blood 


stams and some small ones on the 
skin, and scratches Just above the ankle. 
On the left side of the head there was 
a wound near the ear, with fresh blood ! 
in the ear. 
The scratches and wound, 


however, were of no significance, and 
the rest of the exterior surface of the 
body was smooth and showed no indi- 
cation of violence. 
The jaws were 


firmly closed, with the tongue wedged 
between the teeth. 
From the post- j 


mortem examination he could not tell 
the cause of Dora Cushman'3 death. 


Norman Henry, who is under indict- 


ment as an accessory in the crime, and 
•who is out on Ijail, testified that he never 
made an examination of Dora, nor gave 
her medicine to produce an abortion. 
He gave her a dose of catarrh medicine, 
and knew of others who had done the 
same thing. 
At the request of counsel 


he repeated the story. 


Herbert Poland, who is aiso under in- 


I flirtmijnt as an accessory, refused to 


testify on the ground that the testimony 
might tend to incriminate him. 
I 


Vivian Barrett of Shrewsbury, a sister i 


of Dora Cushman refused to answer 
many questions on the same ground as 
the preceding witness, although not 
under an indictment. 


Astoria, Ore., Feb. 15.—But for the 


timely discovery of a fire in the hold of 
the Alaskan steamship Oregon, the ves- 
sel might now be in a mass of flames, 
at the mercy of the waves and wind. 
The Oregon sailed from her dock in 
this city at 12:30 Monday, carrying some 
600 passengers and as much freight as 
it was possible to place aboard. 
The 


steamer proceeded to the mouth of the 
river without accident. 
When Just 


about to cross out, smoke was discovered 
coming from the bunkers where 600 tons 
of coal were stored. 
The alarm was 


immediately given, but it was some time 
before the position of the blaze was as- 
certained. 


Meanwhile the passengers had learned 


of the fire, and for a time there was con- 
sternation. 
The steamer was 20 miles 


from a berth, and as the terrible position 
of the situation dawned upon the for- 
tune hunters, the excitement was in- 
tense. 
The officers of the Oregon alone 


were cool and went among the fright- 
ened passengers, assuring them that the 
fire would be extinguished without dam- 
age to theirproperty. 
The excitement 


•then subsided and the crew was better 
able to work at the bumcera. 
The fire 


was at the bottom of the coal, and it was 
necessary to put back to port. 
The 


steamer arrived at her dock at 5 p. m.( 
and the work of unloading the coal com- 
menced.

by working with a time clerk. The rail- 
road officials say they cannot tell how 
much money the company hag lost 
through the alleged illogal transactions 
In the complaints which the police have 
made the total amount is between $500 
and $600. To what extent the operations 
have been carried no one knows. Ex- 
perts have been on the books for several 
weeks. It will be some time before they 
get at the true_state of things.

attempted to transfer his real estate 
in Iowa without his wife's knowledge, 
forging her name to the instrument.

Cheated Tn ft Coal Deal. 


London, Feb. 15.—A dispatch to The 


Daily News from Odessa says that a 
police inquiry undertaken at the Insti- 
gation of the ministry of marine has re- 
vealed a huge and sensational scandal 
In connection with the coaling of the 
Black sea fleet. The Russian admiral- 
ty paid for 60,000 tons of coal which were 
never delivered.

Washington, Feb. 15.—Senor De Lome, 


the late Spanish minister, will 
leave 


Washington at 4 o'clock this afternoon 
for NewYork. When asked if he had any- 
thing to say on the eve of his departure, 
he answered only with a final "Good 
bye." 


Senor DuBoso, Spanish charge d'affairs, 


was busy at the legation office today with 
extended communications just received 
from Madrid, Thesa did not relate to the 
recent incident. 
The legation is now 


turning its attention to other subjects, 
mainly to a new commercial treaty be- 
tween Spain and the United States. The 
"instructions now received will permit 
Mr. DuBose to go on with the negotia- 
tions on that subject, and it is Jioped that 
these will proceed rapidly toward com- 
pletion. 
' Up to noon today Mr. Du Bose had not 
been officially advised from Madrid of the 
appointment of Senor linis Y Polo Ber- 
nabe as minister at Washington. 


Madrid, Feb. IE.—Members of 
the 


cabinet met Monday afternoon and dis- 
cussed the state of the war in Cuba and 
the De Home matter at great length. It 
was decided to publish a decree accept- 
ing the resignation of Dupuy De Lome as, 
minister at Washington and appointing 
Louis Polo Bernabe as his successor. 
A decree will also be issued convening 
the chambers before the end of this 
month so as to enable the election of the 
new cortes to occur on March 20. 


The minister of foreign affairs in- 


formed the caibnet that United States 
Minister Woodford had handed him a 
note referring to"Dupuy De Lome's let- 
ter and to the meaning- of several para- 
graphs in It. 
' 


The note from Minister-Woodford de- 


manded that Spain shouid^Cormally dis- 
avow the insults to President McKinley 
contained in Dupuy De Lome's letter 
to Canalejas. 


The cabinet council, it is reported, de- 


cided unanimously to>, reply that De 
Lome's spontaneous resignation and the 
terms of the decree accepting it were 
considered' sufficient satisfaction. It is 
understood that Minister -Woodford re- 
ceived this intimation and dispatched a 
long telegram to Washington. 


Another Expedition Off. 


Philadelphia, Feb. 15.—A cargo of 


arms and ammunition was successfully 
shipped on a tug late Saturday night 
from a point below Wilmington, Del. 
It is reported to have consisted of-100,000 
rounds of cartridges and about 600 rifles. 


The vessel said to have been used was 


a small but fast tugboat which steamed 
from the upper Delaware river to Wil- 
mington. At a number of points along1 
the Delaware shore men were stationed 
with small skiff* and supplies of war 
munitions of such bulk as not to attract 
attention. When darkness had fallen 
a signal was given from the tug, and at 
intervals the skiffs propelled by muffled 
oars shot out from the shore and In a 
short time the cargo was placed on 
board. 


The work was, done under the direc- 


tion of a prominent Cuban of this city. 
When he arrived here and made the re- 
sult known he said: "The De Lome af- 
fair has been a great thing f o? us. We 
have been preparing for several days 
for this venture, and we believe it will 
be the best yet sent out In point of value. 
The junta believe it is safer to send 
small lots in the manner we did on Sat- 


urday night. The expedition consists 
entirely of arms and ammunition, and no 
men will be sent on the steamer that was 
assigned to meet the tugs." For obvi- 
ous reasons he declined to say where the 
tugs were to meet the steamer until he 
felt assured she had gotten away safely. 


The President Suspicions. 


Washington, Feb. 15.—The president 


is in a very precarious state of mind. 
This is due not to any change of opinion 
on broad questions of peace or war; 
but to the invasion of his mind by a 
suspicion that the Spanish government 
has not been frank in its dealings with 
the United States. Until the publica- 
tion of the Spanish minister's letter, he 
had no thought that Dupuy De Lome had 
any but the kindest feeling- for his ad- 
ministration, or was other than abso- 
lutely sincere in holding out hopes of 
success of autonomy in Cuba and of the 
reciprocity negotiations between this 
country and Spain. 


At the first exposure of the letter, the 


chief uproar raised through the country 
was over the contemptuous references 
to the president himself. This President 
McKinley waved aside as unworthy of 
his notice, as soon as the minister had 
expiated his offence by resignation; 
but the longer he considered the refer- 
ences to autonomy and reciprocity, and 
tlie more persistently these were called 
to his attention by members of con- 
gress, the more he became impressed 
with the need of taking some notice of 
them. Hence the inquiry, made through 
Minister Woodford, whether the Spanish 
government avows or disavows ^bat part 
of Its late minister's letter. 


Detinue's Letter Given Up. 


Washington, Feb. 15.—Actuated by a 


senses, of honor and a strict idea of 
Justice, the state department has taken 
stet~ to place in the hands of Mr. Can- 
alejas, to whom the letter was addressed, 
the epistle written by Dupuy De Lome 
which led to the resignation of the min- 
ister. 
The transaction is explained in 


the following brief statement: "Rec- 
ognizing that the legal ownership of 
the De Lome letter is in Mr. Canalejas, 
and his agent and attorney, Mr. Carlisle, 
having presented proper authority to 
receive the same, the letter was delivered 
him today." 


Notwithstanding all that has been said 


in the press about demands on Spain for 
opologies or retractions of the disagree- 
able things said by De Lome, it can 
be positively stated that at no time 
clnce the publication of the letter has 
the state <• department taken any such 
course. 
Instead it has relied entirely 


upon the sense of propriety of the Span- 
ish government to do all that was proper 
and needful to wipe out the unpleasant 
impression produced by those state- 
ments, and it can now be said that this 
course has been fully justified and that 
the Spanish cabinet, now being aware 
of the full text of the letter, is expected 
within a day ar two to maka such dis- 
claimer of the letter as is required by 
the circumstances. 


Danntlcss Slipped Away. 


Fernandina, Fla., Feb. IB.—A tug sup- 


posed to be the Dauntless slipped up to 
the steamer wharf here at 10:30 Sunday 
night and proceeded at ^once to take on 
boxes and supplies supposed to be am- 
munition. 
About midnight 70 Cubans 


arrived by special train and immediately 
went aboard. 
Colonel Nunez was in 


charge. 
A full supply of coal was also 


taken aboard, and she put to sea at 
2:30 a. m.

Uretlns In Boaton Talces Decided Stand 


Against Restriction of Immigration. 
Boston, Feb. 15.— Many prominent citi- 


zens of Boston lent their presence to a 
meeting heW in Faneuil:-hall last night 
to show their opposition to restricted 
immigration, atneqg them being God- 
frey Morse, William Lloyd Garrison, 
Patrick A. Cpll$£, Rev. Charles Fleis- 
cher and Rev. B^ F. Tnjeblootl. Strong 
ground was taken against the Lodge 
bill requiring an "ejJucatipnajl test, the 
tenor of 'all the remarks being that It was 
against the settled policy of the UnitwJ 
States. 


Mr. Trueblood cited reasons why the 


Lodge bill should be defeated. It is the 
people of the seabgard states who urge 
the doctrine of restriction while the 
people of the central and western states 
protest against it. He questioned the 
statement that the United States has a 
sufficient number of people, and said our 
entire population would fit comfortably 
into the state at Texas. The friends of 
Mr. Lodge's bill received sarcastic re- 
mwrks at his hands when he referred to 
them as native American demagogues, 
who scorn the immigrants now, but rush 
to manipulate tfheir vote at the ballot 
box. In closing he said that if the bill 
was signed it would be a_mlserable fail- 
ure and would bring us into contempt of 
every nation on the earth. 


Mr. Garrison believed the rights of the 


poor, ignorant foreigners who came to 
our shores are as sacred as those of the 
junior Massachusetts senator. The fal- 
'acy of the educational test is that It 
wcu'u create a new business for men to 
go over to Europe and, returning, teach 
a shipload of illiterates to pass the test. 
Letters of regret from Congressman John 
F. Fitzgerald and President Eliot of 
Harvard university were read. 


Rev. Mr. Fleischer said the Lodge bill 


was a partisan movement, and claimed 
that Senator Hoar had done more injury 
to humanity than the votes of 1000 il- 
literate immigrants could possibly do. 
He read a set of resolutions protesting 
against the enactment of the bill Into a 
law. /The resolutions set forth that 
America is still a land of Immigrants, 
and from the time of the pilgrim fathers 
to our own day has been the refuge of 
the oppressed seeking "life, liberty and 
happiness" on these shores; that human 


migration is merely an obedience to 
natural law; that education a>d moral- 
ity do not necessarily go hand In hand; 
that ability to read or write does not 
serve as a test of manhood or of worth; 
that neither the industrial interests of 
the-labormg classes, nor the political 
interests of the nation and the principles 
of democracy are menaced by the freest 
Influx of all not barred from this coun- 
try by existing immigration laws. The 
resolutions were unanimously adopted. 


Mr. Collins made forcible remarks on 


the educational test, and cited numbers 
of men who have guided the ship of state 
and led our armies whose parents per- 
haps could not read nor write a line of 
our constitution. Readmitted the just- 
ness of setting barriers against the un- 
desirable. 


Takes Issue With the Police. 


Boston, Feb. 15.—After weeks of in- 


vestigation, followefl by months of de- 
liberation, Fire Marshal Whitpomb has 
disposed of the case of fire in the office 
of Codman & Codman, Kilby street, on 
July 24 last year, by writing on his record 
book the simple word "Incendiary." 
The great question involved in the fire, 
that of the death of Alice Barrett, tfie 
bookkeeper of the 'firm, who was found 
dead beside the safe in the office with 
a bullet through her heart, the fire 
marshal does not answer. 
He makes 


the informal statement, however, that 
In his opinion the girl did not commit 
suicide, thereby taking issue with the 
police verdict on the case. 
He is in 


doubt as to whether the girl's death was 
the result of murder or of accident, but 
his opinion is slightly in favor of the 
latter theory.

YORK, Fob. 15.—[Special. ]~-It is 


expected by tho officials of tho immigrant 
labor bureau of this city that tho year 1898 
will be a record breaker with that institu- 


' tion. Tho number of persons for whom 
employment was found last year was very 
large, but the figures so far since Jan. 1 
show beyond question that unless there 
is an unexpected falling off in immigra- 
tion a greater number will be afforded 
help in tho present twelvemonth than dur- 
ing any previous year. 


This bureau is located at 4» Pearl street, 


and its work, of great benefit to tho newly 
arrived immigrant, has been going on for 
nearly half a century. It was founded in 
18-11 by the Irish Immigration society and 
the Gorman Society of the City of New 
York nnd is still chiefly supported by those 
two organizations, although assistance is 
given to ull who apply, no matter of what 
nationality. 


Last year 11,391 immigrants, 9,133 be- 


ing men and 3,259 being women, were 
furnished with places. They were divided 
among 16 nationalities, Germany furnish- 
ing 6,763, Ireland 3,393, Scandivania 982, 
England 102, Austria 86, Russia 61, Swit- 
zerland 40, Belgium 6, Holland 44, West 
Indies 4, France 4, Turkey 3 and Eou- 
mania, Canada, Brazil and Spain 1 each. 


Simple Conditions. 


The immigrant seeking work afc this in- 


stitution is never asked for references, the 
only credential needed to procure assist- 
ance being a certificate that he is an im- 
migrant from the officials of the steamship 
line by which he came to America. When 
he has presented this, his name is at once 
entered on the books of the bureau together 
with memoranda as to his trade or previous 
line of work, his age, education, physical 
condition and the like. He is then allow- 
ed to remain at the bureau's headquarters 
until a place is found for him. Often his 
stay is very brief indeed, for there is gen- 
erally a long list of employers wanting 
help on file at the office. And it is worthy 
of note that work has been found by this 
bureau for every applicant whose name 
has been entered, and, furthermore, that 
even in years -when there were thousands 
of idle persons in the United States the 
number of persons applying to the bureau 
for "help" of various kinds has always 
been in excess of the immigrants applying 
for work. 


It is true, however, that some appli- 


cants have refused to accept the employ- 
ment provided. It is likewise worth re- 
cording that tho bureau's care of immi- 
grants finding employment through its 
efforts does nob cease when the employ- 
ment is found, but continues for a full 
year thereafter, each employer being re- 
quested to Inform the bureau in case his 
employee is unsatisfactory and so cast 
adrift, while the employee in sneli unto- 
ward circumstances is privileged to return 
and again seek a place. 


Nature of Employment Found. 


Workers of 40 different classes were fur- 


nished with employment last year. The 
unskilled were of course the most numer- 
ous, 
numbering 7,341. Bakers, 896 In 


number, came noxt, and after them wait- 
ers, an even 300; carpenters followed to 
the tune of 101. acd then tailors and paint- 
ers, oC whom there were 81 in each ease, 
gardeners and butchers, 79 of each, came 
nest, and then came cooks 71, wagon 
smiths 56, shoemakers 25, machinists 20, 
locksmiths arid tinsmiths 13 eetch, wheel- 
wrights and'-coopers 9 each, saddlers 8, 
bookbinders 6, barbers, basket makers, 
brewers, clerks and upholsterers 4 each, 
masons and polishers 8 each, cheesemak- 
ers, framers and millers 2 each and cigar 
makers, engravers, gunsmiths, -hatters, 
lithographers, molders, musicians, plas- 
terers, printers, turners, weavers and 
watchmakers 1 each. The 2,259 women 
were all unskilled—that is, "domestics." 


The great majority found places near 


by, 9,129 going to New York city and 
state, 2,050 to New Jersey, 174 to Connec- 
ticut, 7 to Massachusetts, 10 to Pennsyl- 
vania, 1 to New Hampshire, 14 to Ver- 
mont, 1 to Maine, I to Delaware, 3 to the 
District of Columbia and 1 to Rhode Is- 
land.

His name was Thomas 
Tramor and ho had been rescued by the de- 
tectives from n gang of sharpers who had 
got his "looggage" away from him and 
nearly succeeded in keeping it. 
One look 


at Trainor convinced the Long Islander 
that Trainor was greon, too greon, said 
tho farmer, who turned away in some dis- 
gust.

Spain over tho famous Virginius affair a 
Spanish warship was in dock in the navy 
yard in Brooklyn. A declaration of war 
was expected daily and the Spaniards 
were preparing to go out when a coal barge 
was sunk (accidentally, of course) directly 
in front where the ship lay. 
This story 


will be forever like "The Lady or the 
Tiger?" War was not declared, but the 
Spanish officers were in a mighty pickle 
for several days. The United States didn't 
have many warships then, and the Span- 
iard would ha fe made an interesting addi- 
tion to tho navy. 


Of the two battleships the Vizcaya, 


which is the newer and larger, is the most 
interesting to us. 
Besides, the Maria 


Teresa we have seen before, because she 
was sent to New York at the time of the 
Columbian celebration in tbac city. Tho 
Vizcaya is an armored cruiser of the •bar- 
bette type and is one of the best ships in 
the Spanish navy. She is 340 feet long, 
has 65 feet beam and drcws about 21 feet 
6 inches. Her estimated speed is 20 knots. 
She is driven by two propellers and has 
13,000 indicated horsepower. The Vizcaya 
was built at Bilbao in 1891 and cost $8,- 
000,000. Her armor belt is 12 inches in 
thickness, she has 10% inches of armor 
over her gun positions and her-deck plat- 
ing is 3 inches thick. 
Tho armament of 


this war vessel consists of two 12 inch guns, 
ten 5 inch quick firing guns, two 2 inch 
guns and two maxim guns. She has sis 
torpedo tubes, carries a normal coal supply 
of 1,200 tons and her crew numbers 500 
men.

Unable to Pay The Army, and Credit la 


Exhausted—Blanco at the Mercy of His 
Generiils — Sagasta Is Powerless — Dr. 
Ruiz's Widow to Get 350,000. 


WASHINGTON'. Feb. 15.—[Special.]—Spain 


must pay ?50,000 to tho widow of Dr. 
Ruiz, the American citizen who was butch- 
ered in a jail at Guanabaooa, a suburb 
of Havana. Among the last official acts of 
the late-tipunish minister, Dupuyde Lome, 
was to .send to his government tho demand 
of the United States government that this 
sum be paid within a reasonable time. Mr. 
do Lomo did not liko to send the message, 
but ho hud no alternative. 
President Mc- 


Kinley reached uconclusion some time ago 
that this claim must bo paid, and Do 
Lome was sounded. He said his govern- 
ment was always willing to pay just 
claims, but that it must have time to in- 
quire into them, and so on. In other 
words, he was preparing tho usual Span- 
ish programme of delay. But it did not 
work in this case. The president insisted 
that this demand must be satisfied. The 
original claim had been, put in laet sum- 
mer, and Spain had made no sincere move- 
ment toward satisfying it. The time for 
haggling had passed and the hour for set- 
tlement had come. 


It is expected by the officials of tho state 


department that this claim will bo paid 
within a few days. At Madrid General 
Woodford. acting under instructions from 
Washington, has insisted upon payment. 
Mrs. Kuiz not long ago wrote to tho state 
department that she was wholly without 
resources and that if the Spanish govern- 
ment was ever going to do anything for 
her and her children by way of recompense 
for murdering her husband while he was 
held incommunicado in a Spanish prison 
it should be urged to do so at once. Upon 
receipt of this appeal President McKinley 
gave tho order to "collect that claim at all 
hazards." 


Spain In a Bad Way. 


If Spain does pay the claim in accord- 


ance with tha expectations of state depart- 
ment officials, that act will be takan as 
proof that tho Spaniards are still npon 
their knees to the American government 
and anxious to avert our displeasure at al- 
most any cost to themselves. The Spanish 
never pay anything unless they are forced 
to tlo so or are convinced they are going 
to gain something by it'. 


It is no secret in state department and 


administration circles generally that Spain 
has virtually been on her knees to tho 
United States for some months past. The 
troubles of the Spanish government aro 
not yet understood and fully appreciated 
by the world. They are not known in 
Spain. 
If they were, revolution and re- 


bellion would probably follow. From a 
member of the cabinet who is thoroughly 
familiar with tha situation in all its de- 
tails I have learned some interesting facts 
Concerning the woes of poor Spain. 


Blauco'g Unhappy Position. 


"They are unable to pay their army," 


said thit, member of President McKinloy'3 
official family. "They have practically ex- 
hausted their credit, they do not know 
how they aro going to pay the interest on 
thoir national debt. In Cuba, tho army is 
supreme, and the government cannot carry 
out any policy which the ring of army offi- 
cers does not approve. Blanco is at tha 
mercy of tho generals he is supposed to 
command. In iripain the government lives 
ewer a volcano.* They do not knowat what 
moment revolution, either of force or by 
political upheaval, is going to come upon 
them. 
Tho country is divided into many 


political parties, and they are pulling in 
many different directions. Sagasta is sin- 
cerely desirous of maintaining peace with 
the United States, but he is afraid to call j j 
his soul his own. 
I 
"I feel sorry for him. On one band he ! 


is compelled to crawl in the dust before | 
the American government. He lives in 
constant dread lest we change our policy 
to one of active intervention. That would 
seal his fate. His government would prob- 
ably go down in 48 ' hours. 
But on the 


other hand he is compelled to do every- 
thing in his power to satisfy the jingoes 
and American haters of Spain. The result 
is that when he makes a diplomatic movfl 
ho finds it necessary to do two things. In 
the first place and actually ho must ourry 
favor with the United States by comply- 
ing with our demands, no matter what 
they jnay be. Then he must turn round 
and make his own people believe he haa 
done nothing of the sort. 'Thus it happens 
that when Sagasta writes a note to the 
United States government he virtually 
gets down on all fours and crawls before 
us, and then tells the Spanish people that 
ho has replied to us in a most vigorous 
fashion, stoutly upholding tho honor of 
Spain. That is a tight place to put a man 
in who is the responsible head of a nation, 
and I sometimes wonder how much longer 
the strain can bo endured." , 


Tryinjr to Avert War. 


"Do you think the present Spanish min- 


istry is doing everything it can to avert 
war with this country?" 


"Undoubtedly. Wo havo had many evi- 


dences of this. We know that they will 
submit to almost anything we ask of them 
if we only make our demands in such way 
as to assist them in fooling thoir people. 
It is a great game of decoitfulness all 
round. You may havo noticed that tho 
notes which havo passed between the two 
governments concerning Cuba havo not 
yet been made public. This is because 
Spain has requested that they be kept se- 
cret a. time longer. Wo havo no objection 
to their publication, but Sagasta has rep- 
resented to us that if those documents 
reach tho Spanish public he will not an- 
swer for the consequences." 


From Bully to Sycophant. 


"Do you think Spain has changed her 


tactics, and instead of trying to frighten 
tho United States by talking war is now 
trying to appeal to our sympathy?" 


"That is exactly what J. do think. That 


this is their present game, I nm well con- 
vinced. They tried the soaring business aa 
long as they thought that would work, and 
when President McKinley showed signs of 
going ahead regardless of their threats 
then they began to whine. That they are 
in a most serious condition does not admit 
of a doubt. But that they aro now trying 
to play upon our sympathies and gain time 
is equally clear. What Spain will do when 
tho critical monaentcomes, when the Unit- 
ed States steps in an.d says tho war must 
stop, as I am sura it will before long, no 
one knows. If Hagasta can hold his peo- 
ple in chock, I think ho will submit. But 
if Spain demands war he will give them 
war, oven if it ruins the nation."

A natural gas well recently struck at 


Baldwinsviile, N. Y., is estimated to 
be blowing away 5,000,000 cubic feet 
of gas per day. That is 3,472 cubic feet 
per minute. A foot of natural gas de- 
velops 1,100 units of heat, so that there 
are 3,472 times 1,100, which equals 
8,810,200 heat units, or 3,819,200 times 
772, which equals 2,948,422,400 foot 
pounds. It is fortunate for us that every 
pound of coal has to be dug or hoisted. 
If a new coal mine began blowing away 
2,000 or 3,000 tons a day, which would 
be about the thermic equivalent of the 
above, we would be poorer than we are 
now.—American Machinist.

then dominant power in u district in 
which a stato senator was to be nominat- 
ed. BHe had the organization with him. 
At the open primaries in certain election 
districts delegates opposing tho bpcaker'n 
candidates "got the credentials"—amough 
if admitted to disturb tho harmony of the 
convention, which was to be held the fol- 
lowing day. Admission to the convention 
hall was to be by ticket, issued by the 
party committee having the primaries in 
charge, presumably to all regularly elect- 
ed delegates. 


"Presumably," but not in practice. The 


other faction had no intention of going to 
the committee for its ticket, for none 
would be given. The committee did not 
expect even to bo asked for them.

the other faction understood that the tick- 
ets were to be printed on red pasteboard, 
and had some similar tickets printed, hop- 
ing by subterfuge to get what was theirs 
by right. 


The speaker's lieutenants heard of the 


bogus red tickets, and on the morning be- 
fore the convention hour green tickets 
were issued to the regular delegates elect 
pnd thoss regulars who were not elected.

turned away, and as smilingly acknowl- 
edged their defeat. 


All but one. This man—call him John- 


son—headed a group of actually elected 
delegates from one ward and demanded 
admission at the door. He showed red 
tickets. "No good," said the doorkeeper. 
Then he showed his credentials, made out 
in regular and lawful form by the legal 
inspectors of the several primaries. The 
law of the state makes these absolute cer- 
tificates of right. 


"\Vhat do you take me for—the commit,

meeting" and what not else, according to 
convention ethics everywhere, and the

But the labof involved was found 
in most cases to be far out of propor- 
tion to the results arrived at, and it 
soon became the common practice to 
substitute the valentine of commerce 
for the home product. The skill of the 
poet and painter was called into requi- 
sition, and many very expensive and 
elaborate valentines are the result. 
The number of these missives sent on 
each 14th of February in the United 
States must amount to many hundreds 
of thousands, and the 'letter carriers 
and distributers regard the approach of 
St. Valentine's day with sentiments the 
reverse of blissful. 


The observance of St. Valentine's day 


is a; European custom imported, and, 
like many other European customs, it 
failed to thrive in America. It was too 
burdened with sentiment and lacked the 
necessary novelty, and so it was dis- 
torted to what it is now. 


When the transition from the original 


to the present custom occurred it 
would be hard to state. 


The first St. Valentine's day was in- 


augurated by the priests of the early 
Christian church as a substitute for 
what was a popular Roman custom, 
the early fathers in their wisdom decid- 
ing that gradual substitution, or taper- 
Ing off, as it might be called, was pref- 
erable to the sudden stoppage of a long 
Standing habit. 


How this came about is told In a gen- 


erally accepted work by Douce, entitled 
"Illustrations by Shakespeare." 
In it j 


he gives the origin of St. Valentine's 
day in the following terms: 


"It was the practice in ancient Rome 


during a great part of the month of 
February to celebrate the Lupercnlin, 
which 'were feasts in honor of Pan and 
Juno, whence the latter deity was nam- 
ed Februata, Februalis and Februlla. 
On this occasion, amid a variety of cere- 
monies, the names of young women 
were nut in a box, from which they 
wert! drawn by the men as chance di- 
rected. The pastors of the early Chris- 
tian church, who, by every possible 
means, endeavored to eradicate the 
vestiges of pagan superstition and 
chiefly by some commutation of these 
fdrmg, substituted, in the present in- 
stance, the names of particular saints 
Instead of those of women, and as the 
festival of the Lupercalla had com- 
menced about the middle of February 
they appear to have chosen St. Valen- 
tine'a day for celebrating: the new feaat 


not often. When it did occur, a mar- 
riage was considered the only possible 
outcome. 


Then this practice of drawing by lot 


and trusting to luck was slowly but 
surely supplanted by the practice ol 
choosing the valentine. Each young 
man would up and away before day- 
light to post himself at his lady's lat- 
tice, or even,, if possible, steal into her 
chamber so as to be the first her eyes 
should rest upon when she should 
awake on St. Valentine's day. Then for 
the year this man and maid were val- 
entines and bound in all honor to ob- 
serve the ties. As this custom grew, so

I ments carefully wrought on parchment. 
Over these wordy expressions the illit- 
erate gallants of the romantic 
days 


1 struggled and toiled and pounded, their 
| hearts pierced with huge arrows. They

made them themselves and likewise de- 


I livered them in person, so that the cus- 
tom had to it some real meaning.

The woman who has lately devised 


the scheme ihus tells of her initial ex- 
perience:

I had gone to see a 
very wealthy woman one day who has 
been exceedingly kind to me and as- 
sisted me in many ways. Talking over 
my inability to find steady employment 
which would not need experience, she 
proposed that while waiting for pome- 
thing to turn up I should try and get 
some mending or plain sewing to do."

irregular intervals, and consequently 
not very remunerative. There was an- 
other consultation between the two wo- 
men, and when the proposition was 
made that she take entire supervision 
of the warcirobes of some bachelors the 
seamstress gave her hearty assent. She 
tried, and, in her own language, has 
succeeded "beyond my wildest antici- 
pations." 


But how were her customers obtain- 


ed? The rich woman talked to her hus- 
band, telling him oi' the woman's drug- 
gies to eke out a bare existence, when 
he suggested that the seamstress get' 
certain bachelor friends of his at the 
club to give their mending to her. He 
accordingly spoke to some of-his ac-~ 
quaintances in her behalf, who imme- 
diately engaged the woman's services. 
Through them other customers were 
obtained, and in a short time this al- 
most frenzied woman of a month before 
from dread of starvation was obliged to 
hire her cousin as an assistant in her 
easiness. 
She has certain days and 


hours for each customer, but does not 
begin work until after 11 o t.ock in -he 
morning. Clothes are kept brushed and 
laid carefully away. If desired, she will 
also take charge of the laundry. At 
present, her income is 321 a week, ami 
the various bills (from the eight cus- 
tomers) are promptly paid her on Mon- 
day morning. 


She further explains her vocation as 


follows: 


"I do everything for a man, as f. r 


as keeping his wardrobe in order is -con- 
cerned. If I see that his collars and 
cuffs are beginning to show signs of 
wear I make a little memorandum to 
that effect and pin it to my bill, remind- 
ing him to replenish the articles •which ' 
I have been authorized to throw away. 
If his silk underwear or pyjamas show 
signs of giving out, I do ths sama 
thing."

Cong. Lawrence Makes Pub- 


lic His Decision in the 


Matter Last Night. 


BEST SOLUTION OF 
PROBLEM 


So Mr. Lawrence Thinks. Nomination 


Will Be Made Soon. Capt. Darby's 


Second Term in the Postoffice. 


Transfer Not to Be 


Hurried. 


Tho evidence in tho case proves Hood's

Capt. W. F. Darby will be the next 


postmaster of this city. Congressman 
Lawrence made public his decision to 
that effect last night. The nomination 
will be sent promptly to the senate and 
will probably be confirmed within a short 
time.

close struggle among three candidates, 
Postmaster H. S. Lyons having with- 
drawn from the race some time ago. 
Captain.Darby was backed by a petition 
containing about 1,000 names, including 
some of the most prominent men in the 
city and most of the Republican city 
committee. 


The appointment is not an entire sur- 


prise either to Capt. Darby or his friends 
as it has been for some time considered 
probable by them that he would receive 
it. Mr. Lawrence expressed himself as 
decided that the vexed question was best 
Decided in this way, the previous experi- 
ence and brilliant war record of Capt. 
Darby adding strength to his petition. 


The record of Capt. Darby is too welj 


known to need lengthy recital. He was 
postmaster four years under Harrison'a 
administration, and made an excellent 
record, instituting several improvements 
in the local conduct of the department 
which were greatly appreciated. 


He is a native and lite long resident of 


the region, having been born in South 
Williamstown in 1839. His army record 
was brilliant, and he took part in some 20 
battles. Soon after the war he became a 
member of the firm of Burlingarne & 
Darby, which he has ever since kept. 


He has served three terms in the state 


legislature, in 1870, '73 and '79 and has 
been for three years on the republican 
state central committee. He is a charter 


member of C. D. Sanford post, and an 
active worker in it. 


The nomination has not been made and 


confirmed yet, but under the custom of 
the present administration this decision 
of Mr, Lawrence is practically a settle" 
ment of the matter. The transfer of 
the posfcoffice will not be hastened, and 
will not take place for some time in all 
probability.

SCHOOL PROPOSITIONS 


Board Considering Three 


Distinct Combinations of 
Plans on High School. 


FROM $150,000 TO $250,000 


Board Favors the Cheapest Plan, But 


Would Be Willing to Have One 


of 
the Others Chosen. 


What They Will 


Present. 


The school board is at present deep in 


the discussion of the high school problem, 
which has now broadened to include the 
grammar schools. Out of all tho plans 
that have been suggested, three combina- 
tions of them have been crystalized as the 
bost. One of these will probably be de- 
cided on to present to the council for 
action, but the board may thiuk it best 
ti present all three, and let the council 
chocs-;. 


The first plan i& to build a high school 


on Church street, which would leave six 
rooms in the Drury building free for 
era minar grades. Drury would the 11 ac- 
commodate 250 more pupils. It would 
cost $150,000. 


The second plan is to build the high 


school on Church street, and a new gram- 
mar school in Ward 3. This would great- 
ly enlarge the accommodations, giving- 
Drury and the new Ward 3 building to 
grammar grades, and would relieve the 
high school for several years. It would 
cost f200,000. 
| |The third plan calls lor 5250,000, and 
provides for two new gra mmar schools, 
one in Ward 3 and one near the center, 
and the building of a new high school on 
the Drury lot. It would accommodate 291 
pupils in Ward 3 and 307 in the center. By 
adopting this plan there would be threa 
new buildings, sufficient lor a number of 
years, and in the opinion of the board, 
worth more than the cost. 


The last named plan is the only new 


one, but for the first time the matter has 
besn put in definite form. 


There will be much more discussion be- 


fore cither of the plans is decided upon by 
the board, who now favor the first on ac- 
count of the fact that it is cheaper. They 
think it would be accepted by the council. 
But they would be willing to accept the 
more expensive plans if the city willed it. 


SOUTHERN OPINION OF LINCOLN, 


Henry Watterson on the President of 


the Civil War Period. 


Henry Watterson lectured on Abraham 


Lincoln in the Baptist church Monday 
evening. The audience heard interpreted 
as never before in this city the events in 
the life of the martyr president and the 
history of bis time. It was a vivid word 
picture of the man Lincoln as he was 
and of the emotions of the time as they 
appealed to the men of Lincoln's genera- 
tion. There was nothing grand, eloquent 
or vaguely eulogistic about it. Facts and 
their relations were given, and at the 
close the picture of the man and the feel" 
ings of the people were distinct and vivid, 
piesenting their own lessons of patriot- 
jrni and honor. 


Mr. Watterson has a striking personal- 


ity, forceful andjvital. 
His manner was 


quiet, the strength of his words being 
chiefly in the words themselves rather 
than in the gestures that accompanied 
them. His style was that which has made 
him famous as an editorial writer, sharp, 
incisive and with personal prejudices un- 
concealed. For the most part he used no 
tricks of rhetoric, but in such passages as 
the description of the group in thetheater 
box where the president was assassinated 
was description so dramatic as to hold the 
audience almost breathless. 


Through the eloquence of the lecture 


there was a vein of humor which ac- 
corded well with that of Lincoln himself. 
It was dry and drawling. His intonation 
as he read quotations from Lincoln's 
letters reproduced the spirit of the latter's 
feelings as we may imagine them to have 
been when he wrote them. And there 
was a pathos in his voice wheu he spoke 
of the more tender incidents in the sad 
and lonely life of the man that were be- 
yond all but the most human sympathy. 


Mr. Watterson is not so absorbing a 


speaker as many others, but there is a 
heartiness and force in his speech that 
carries belief in his honesty of conviction- 
The audience was sympathetic, and 
applauded frequently. The attendance 
was not so large as should have been the 
case, but the church was fairly well 
filled. Mr. Watterson was escorted to 
the platform by Commander Tower, W. 
F. Darby and C. W. Dennett. Com- 
mander Tower, after a brief struggle with 
the lack of electrical communication with 
the organist, who was playing a prelude, 
motioned the audience successfully to his 
aid and called on Mr. Dennett, who in- 
troduced Mr. Watterson. 
Following the 


lecture the audience sane ''America" and 
many accepted the invitation to meet 
the orator personally.
